Founded  by  Robert  Gordon,  by  Deed  of  Mortification  dated  in  1730,  and 
by  Alexander  Simpson  of  Collyhill,  by  Trust  Disposition  dated  in  1816. 
The  President  and  Governors  were  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter  under  the 
Great  Seal  of  Scotland,  dated  15th  June,  1772,  and  by  another  Royal  Charter, 
dated  16th  May,  1792.

All  Children  must  be  Vaccinated,  or  some  certificate  given,  within  Six 
months  after  birth,  by  a  duly  qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  whose  Certifi- 
cate of  Vaccination  must  be  returned  to  the  Registrar  within  three  days 
after  the  operation. 

Under  the  Friendly  Societies'  Act,  1875,  and  Relative  Statutes,  no  money 
can  be  paid  by  any  Friendly  Society  or  Industrial  Assurance  Company  on  the 
death  of  any  person,  except  on  production  of  the  Registrar's  Certificate  of 
the  Death.  Fee  for  Certificate,  Is. ,  or  when  application  filled  up  by  Registrar, 
Is.  3d. 

Under  the  Marriage  Notice  (Scotland)  Act,  1878,  notice  of  intention  to 
marry  is  now  received  by  Registrars  from  persons  residing  in  any  part  of 
their  Districts — the  fee  being  2s.  6d.  in  each  case.

Rates  of  Postage  and  Conditions  of  Transmission. 

LETTERS— (Inland). 
The  rates  of  Postage  when  prepaid  are  as  follows  : — 
For  a  letter  not  above  1  oz. . .   Id 
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Do.    above  1  oz. ,  but  not  above  2  oz 1  Jd. 

Do.     do.  2  oz.,     do.     4  oz 2d. 

And  so  on  by  ^d.  for  every  additional  2  oz. 

A  letter  posted  unpaid  is  chargeable  on  delivery  with  double  postage  ;  and 
a  letter  posted  insufficiently  prepaid  is  chargeable  with  double  the  deficiency. 

No  letter  may  be  above  18  inches  in  length,  9  inches  in  width,  and  6  inches 
in  depth,  unless  it  be  sent  to  or  from  a  Government  office. 

If  the  stamps  affixed  to  letters  are  mutilated  or  defaced,  the  letters  will  be 
liable  to  the  unpaid  rates. 

An  unobliterated,  embossed,  or  impressed  stamp  which  has  been  cut  from 
an  envelope,  card,  or  wrapper,  and  affixed  to  a  letter  or  other  packet,  renders 
it  liable  to  be  charged  at  the  unpaid  letter  rate. 

Re-directed  letters  are  charged  an  additional  postage  for  each  re-direction, 
according  to  the  prepaid  scale. 

All  persons  sending  letters  by  the  post  unpaid,  which,  from  any  cause 
whatever,  cannot  be  delivered  to  the  parties  to  whom  they  are  addressed,  are 
liable  to  pay  the  postage  charged  thereon,  which  may  be  recovered,  with 
costs,  by  summary  proceedings  before  a  magistrate. 


NEWSPAPERS— {Inland). 

Inland  Newspapers  are  subject  to  the  following  regulations  : — 

To  have  the  privilege  of  passing  as  a  newspaper,  the  publication  must  first 
have  been  accepted  as  a  Newspaper  by  the  Postmaster-General,  and 
have  been  placed  on  a  register  at  the  General  Post-Office,  from  which 
it  is  liable  to  be  removed,  either  through  the  non-renewal  of  the  regis- 
tration fee,  5s.,  year  by  year,  or  in  consequence  of  any  change  which 
may  deprive  it  of  the  characteristics  of  a  Newspaper.  Registration  for 
inland  circulation  includes  registration  for  transmission  abroad. 

For  each  inland  newspaper,  whether  posted  singly  or  in  a  packet,  the 
postage,  when  prepaid,  is  one  halfpenny  ;  bat  a  packet  containing  two 
or  more  registered  newspapers  is  not  chargeable  with  a  higher  rate  of 
postage  than  would  be  chargeable  on  a  book  packet  of  the  same  weight, 
viz.,  one  halfpenny  for  every  2  oz.,  or  fraction  of  2  oz. 

A  newspaper  posted  unpaid,  or  a  packet  of  newspapers  posted  either  unpaid 
or  insufficiently  paid,  is  treated  as  an  unpaid  or  insufficiently  paid 
book  packet  of  the  same  weight. 

The  postage  must  be  prepaid  either  by  an  adhesive  stamp  or  by  the  use  of  a 
stamped  wrapper. 

No  Newspaper  can  be  sent  through  the  post  a  second  time  for  the  original 
postage  ;  for  each  transmission  a  fresh  postage  is  required. 

Every  newspaper  must  be  posted  either  without  a  cover,  or  in  a  cover  en- 
tirely open  at  both  ends,  so  as  to  admit  of  easy  removal  for  examination. 
If  this  rule  be  infringed,  the  newspaper  is  treated  as  a  letter. 

Every  newspaper  must  be  so  folded  as  to  admit  of  the  title  being  readily 
seen. 

A  newspaper,  or  a  packet  of  newspapers,  which  contains  any  inclosure 
(except  supplements)  is  charged  as  a  letter ;  unless  the  inclosure  be 
such  as  might  be  sent  at  the  Book  rate  of  postage,  and  the  entire  packet 
be  sufficiently  prepaid  as  a  Book  Packet,  in  which  case  it  is  allowed  to 
pass. 

A  newspaper  which  has  any  letter,  or  any  communication  of  the  nature  of 
a  letter,  written  in  it  or  upon  its  cover,  will  be  charged  as  an  unpaid  or 
insufficiently  paid  letter. 

No  packet  of  newspapers  may  be  above  141bs.  in  weight,  two  feet  in  length, 
one  foot  in  width,  or  one  in  depth. 


BOOK  AND  CIRCULAR  POST— (Inland). 

The  Postage  is  one  halfpenny  for  every  2  oz.  or  part  of  that  weight. 

A  packet  posted  wholly  unpaid  is  charged  with  double  the  book  postage, 
and  if  posted  partially  prepaid,  with  double  the  deficiency. 

Every  book  packet  must  either  have  no  cover,  or  a  cover  entirely  open  at 
both  ends,  so  as  to  admit  of  the  contents  being  easily  withdrawn  for  exami' 
nation.     It  may  contain  any  number  of  separate  books  or  other  publications, 
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prints,  or  maps,  and  any  quantity  of  paper,  parchment,  or  vellum,  either 
printed,  written,  plain,  or  any  mixture  of  the  three  ;  together  with  whatever 
is  necessary  for  the  safe  transmission  of  literary  matter,  or  usually  appertains 
thereto,  to"  the  exclusion  of  letters  or  any  enclosure  sealed  or  otherwise 
closed  against  inspection,  or  any  communication  of  the  nature  of  a  letter 
written  in  any  such  packet,  or  on  its  cover.  Entries,  however,  merely 
stating  who  sends  the  book,  &c,  or  to  whom  it  is  given,  are  not  regarded  as 
a  letter. 

Circulars,  i.e.,  letters  which  are  intended  for  transmission  in  identical 
terms  to  several  persons,  and  the  whole  or  the  greater  part  of  which  is  printed, 
engraved,  or  lithographed,  may  also  be  sent  by  book  post. 

No  book  packet  may  be  above  5lbs.  in  weight,  or  18  inches  in  length,  9 
inches  in  width,  and  6  inches  in  depth,  unless  it  be  sent  to  or  from  a  Govern- 
ment Office. 


POST  CARDS—  (Inland). 

Official  Post  Cards  impressed  with  a  halfpenny  stamp ;  Reply  Post  Cards 
impressed  with  a  halfpenny  stamp  on  each  portion  of  them,  and  private  Cards 
impressed  at  the  Office  of  Inland  Revenue  with  halfpenny  stamps,  are  avail- 
able forctransmission  between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom  only. 

The  front  (or  stamped)  side  is  for  the  address  only  in  addition  to  the 
words  printed  thereon.  There  must  be  nothing  else  written,  printed,  or 
otherwise  impressed  on  it.  On  the  reverse  side,  any  communication  may  be 
printed  or  written.  Nothing  whatever  may  be  attached :  nor  may  the  Card 
be  folded,  cut,  or  otherwise  altered.  If  any  of  these  rules  be  infringed,  the 
Card  will  be  charged  Id.  on  delivery. 

No  Card  other  than  one  of  those  issued  by  the  Government,  or  a  private 
Card  impressed  with  a  halfpenny  stamp  by  the  Inland  Revenue  Office  will 
pass  under  a  half-penny  stamp,  if  it  bear  on  it  a  written  communication  of 
the  nature  of  a  letter.

PARCEL  POST— (Inland). 

Parcels  not  exceeding  11  lbs.  in  weight  are  received  at  any  Post  Office  for 
transmission  between  places  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

In  order  that  a  packet  may  go  by  Parcel  Post,  it  must  be  tendered  for 
transmission  as  a  parcel,  and  should  bear  the  words  "Parcel  Post," — which 
should  be  clearly  written  in  the  left-hand  top  corner. 

The  following  are  the  principal  conditions  and  regulations  : — 


The  size  allowed  for  an  Inland  Postal  Parcel  is-

For  example — 
A  parcel  measuring  3  ft.  6  in.  in  its  longest  dimension  may  measure  as 

much  as  2  ft.  6  in.  in  girth,  i.e.,  round  its  thickest  part ;  or — 
A  shorter  parcel  may  be  thicker  ;  thus,  if  it  measure  no  more  than  3  ft. 

in  length,  it  may  measure  as  much  as  3  ft.  in  girth,  i.e.,  round  its 

thickest  part. 

The  rates  of  Postage  are, — for  a  Parcel, — 

Not  exceeding  1  lb.  in  weight  -  -  -  3d. 

And  the  charge  after  3d.  for  the  first  pound  will  be  three  half-pence  per  lb. 
for  every  pound,  or  fractional  part  of  a  pound,  above  the  first  pound. 
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Parcels  must  not  be  posted  in  a  letter  box,  but  must  be  taken  into  a  Post 
Office  and  handed  over  the  counter,  and  a  parcel  should  not  be  left  until  the 
weight,  size,  and  postage  have  been  tested  by  tbe  clerk  at  the  counter.  Care 
must  be  taken  that  every  parcel  bears  a  clear  address. 

If  a  packet  bearing  tbe  words  "  Parcel  Post,"  or  otherwise  clearly  marked 
as  intended  for  transmission  as  a  parcel,  is  not  posted  in  accordance  with  this 
regulation,  it  is  treated  as  a  letter  or  book  packet,  if  it  is  fully  prepaid  at  the 
rate  proper  to  either,  and  is  otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  letter  or  book 
post  regulations.  If  such  a  packet  is  not  fully  prepaid  at  the  letter  or  book 
post  rate,  it  will  be  treated  as  a  parcel,  and  will  be  charged  on  delivery  with  a 
fine  of  Id.,  together  with  the  deficient  postage,  if  any,  at  the  parcel  post  rate. 

Parcels  which  bear  on  the  outside  any  writing  or  drawing  of  an  indecent  or 
offensive  nature,  or  within  which  any  contents  of  a  like  nature  may  be 
observed,  and  parcels  containing  gunpowder,  cartridges,  lucifer  matches  or 
anything  explosive  or  liable  to  sudden  combustion,  bladders  containing  liquid, 
live  animals,  grossly  offensive  or  filthy  matter,  and  anything  in  a  condition 
likely  to  injure  otner  parcels,  or  any  officer  of  the  Post  Office,  are  prohibited. 

If  any  such  parcel  be  tendered  for  posting,  it  is  refused,  or,  if  detected  in 
transit,  it  is  detained. 

Parcels  containing  fish,  game,  meat,  eggs,  &c. ,  or  knives,  or  other  sharp 
instruments,  can  only  be  sent  if  so  packed  as  to  prevent  all  risk  of  injury  to 
other  parcels.  Liquids  or  semi-liquids  are  not  accepted  unless  in  bottles  or 
cans  securely  stoppered ;  nor  powders,  unless  so  packed  that  they  cannot 
escape  in  transmission.  Bottles  or  glass  in  any  form  can  be  accepted  only 
when  so  packed  as  to  be  secure  from  breakage.  If  a  parcel  be  tendered  in  a 
damaged  or  insecure  condition  it  will  be  refused.  If  a  parcel  in  such  condi- 
tion is  observed  in  transit  it  is,  if  possible,  made  secure  and  sent  forward : 
but,  if  it  cannot  be  so  secured,  it  is  detained. 

Parcels  known  to  contain  a  letter,  packet,  or  parcel  intended  for  delivery  at 
an  address  other  than  that  borne  on  the  parcel  itself  are  prohibited. 

Parcels  addressed  to  a  Post  Office  to  be  called  for,  or  to  a  person  residing 
beyond  the  free  postal  delivery,  are  kept  three  weeks.  At  the  end  of  one 
week,  if  the  parcel  bears  on  the  outside  the  sender's  name  and  address,  a 
notice  of  the  fact  that  the  parcel  has  not  been  delivered  is  sent  to  him. 

Parcels  addressed  to  a  ship  are  kept  one  month. 

If,  however  such  a  parcel  contains  perishable  matter  it  is  kept  only  4S 
hours  ;  and  should  it  become  offensive,  it  may  be  disposed  of  at  any  time  as 
the  Postmaster  General  may  direct. 

Parcels  addressed  to  a  Post  Office  "to  be  called  for,"  and  only  such  parcels, 
are  liable  to  a  demurrage  charge  at  the  rate  of  Id.  a  day  after  they  have  re- 
mained in  the  Office  one  clear  day,  counting  as  a  day  the  period  during 
which  the  Office  is  ordinarily  open  to  the  public. 

No  demurrage  is  charged  on  parcels  addressed  to  persons  residing  outside 
the  limits  of  the  free  delivery,  or  to  persons  on  board  ship. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  return  of  parcels  which  cannot  be  delivered,  it  is 
most  desirable  that  the  name  and  address  of  the  sender  should  appear  on  the 
outside  of  every  parcel. 


Insurance  and  Compensation. 

Compensation  for  the  loss  and  damage  of  inland  parcels  will  be  given 
according  to  the  following  scale,  provided  the  parcel  is  posted  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  for  the  time  being,  that  the  postage  and  insurance  fee 
be  prepaid  and  a  certificate  of  posting  obtained,  bearing  thereon  a  receipt  for 
the  insurance,  if  such  has  been  effected,  viz. : — 

I. — Where  no  fee  except  postage  is  paid,  the  Postmaster-General  will  give 
compensation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding £1 

II. — Where  in  addition  to  the  postage  an  insurance  fee  of  Id.  is  paid,  the 
Postmaster-General  will  give  compensation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding £5 

III. — Where  in  addition  to  the  postage  an  insurance  fee  of  2d.  is  paid,  the 
Postmaster-General  will  give  compensation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding.  .£10 
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(1.)  A  Parcel  Post  Service  is  established  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  countries  named  in  the  accompanying  list.

N.B. — Parcels  exceeding  the  limits  of  value,  weight,  or  size  prescribed  by  the 
Post  Office  may  continue  to  be  forwarded  as  beretofore  by  the  Agency  of  the 
Peninsular  and  Oriental  Steam  Navigation  Company,  122  Leadenhall  street, 

REGISTRATION— -(Inland  and  Foreign). 

The  fee  for  registering  a  letter,  newspaper,  or  book -packet,  passing  by  post 
between  any  two  places  in  the  United  Kingdom  is  twopence. 

The  fee  chargeable  for  registration  to  places  abroad  will  be  found  in  the 
column  headed  "  Registration  Fee,"  in  the  Table  of  Colonial  and  Foreign 
postage.  To  some  countries,  as  shown  in  that  Table,  an  article  can  be  re- 
gistered only  to  the  port  of  arrival  :  it  being  left,  in  those  cases,  to  the  postal 
authorities  of  the  country  to  which  that  port  belongs  to  continue  the  regis- 
tration or  not  as  they  may  think  proper.  To  a  few  countries,  as  also  shown 
in  the  Table,  there  is  no  arrangement  whatever  for  registration. 

No  letter  or  other  postal  packet  addressed  to  initials  or  to  a  fictitious  name 
can  be  registered  ;  nor  can  any  letter  be  accepted  for  registration,  unless  the 
enclosure  can  be  securely  placed  so  as  not  to  move  about,  and  be  covered  by  a 
proper  and  well  fastened  envelope. 

Registered  letters,  &c. ,  must  be  prepaid  as  regards  both  postage  and  regis- 
tration fee  ;  except  official  letters  for  Government  Offices  in  London,  Dublin, 
or  Edinburgh. 

Every  letter  to  be  registered,  must  be  given  to  an  Agent  of  the  Post-Office 
and  a  receipt  obtained  for  it,  and  should  on  no  account  be  dropped  into  the 
letter-box.  If,  contrary  to  this  rule,  a  letter  marked  "Registered  "  be  dropped 
into  the  letter-box,  it  will,  if  directed  to  any  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  be 
liable  to  a  registration  fee  of  Sd.  instead  of  tbe  ordinary  fee  of  2d. 
Insurance  and  Compensation. 

Subject  to  the  general  conditions  for  Registration,  compensation  for  the 
loss  and  damage  of  Inland  Registered  Letters  will  be  given  according  to  the 
following  scale,  provided  that  a  certificate  of  posting,  bearing  thereon  a 
receipt  for  the  insurance  fee  (which  must  be  prepaid)  be  obtained,  viz.  :— 

I. — Where  no  fee  except  postage  and  the  registration  fee  is  paid,  the 
Postmaster-General  will  give  compensation  to  an  amount  not  exceeding.  .£2 

II.— Where  in  addition  to  the  postage  and  the  registration  fee  an  insurance 
fee  of  Id.  is  paid,  the  Postmaster-General  will  give  compensation  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding £5 

III — Where  in  addition  to  the  postage  and  the  registration  fee  an  in- 
surance fee  of  2d.  is  paid,  the  Postmaster-General  will  give  compensation  to 
an  amount  not  exceeding £10

Money  Orders  do  not  require  a  receipt  stamp. 

Although  at  the  end  of  twelve  months  from  that  in  which  it  was  issued,  a 
Money  Order,  if  still  unpaid,  becomes  legally  void,  nevertheless,  when  a  good 
reason  can  be  given  for  the  delay  in  presenting  it,  an  application  for  payment, 
subject  to  a  certain  deduction,  is  entertained. 
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No  application  can  be  entertained  for  compensation  for  alleged  injury  from 
the  non-payment  of  a  Money  Order  at  the  expected  time. 

After  once  paying  a  Money  Order,  by  whomsoever  presented,  the  Office  is 
not  liable  to  any  further  claim. 

Postal  Orders. 
Postal  Orders,  for  certain  fixed  sums  from  Is.  up  to  £1,  are  now  issued  and 
paid  at  all  Money  Order  Offices  in  the  United  Kingdom,  and  at  Malta  and 
Gibraltar.

Broken  amounts  may  be  made  up  by  the  use  of  postage  stamps,  not  exceed- 
ing fivepence  in  value,  affixed  to  the  face  of  any  one  Postal  Order. 

The  person  to  whom  a  Postal  Order  is  issued  must,  before  parting  with 
it,  fill  in  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  amount  is  to  be  paid,  and  may 
fill  in  the  name  of  the  Money  Order  Office  at  which  the  amount  is  to  be  paid. 
The  person  so  named  must,  before  payment  can  be  made,  sign  the  receipt  at 
the  foot  of  the  Order,  and  must  also  fill  in  the  name  of  the  Money  Order 
Office,  if  that  has  not  been  already  done. 


POST-OFFICE  SAVINGS  BANKS. 

These  banks  are  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  24  Vict.,  cap.  14, 
intituled,  "An  Act  to  grant  additional  facilities  for  depositing  small  Savings  at 
interest,  with  the  Security  of  the  Government  for  the  due  Repayment  thereof,"  and 
are  open  daily  during  the  hours  appointed  for  money  order  business  for  the 
receipt  of  deposits  of  one  shilling,  or  any  number  of  shillings,  subject,  of 
course,  to  the  limitations  of  amount  prescribed  in  the  Acts  previously  in  forco 
for  Savings  Banks. 


GOVERNMENT  INSURANCES  AND  ANNUITIES. 

The  Postmastei'-General  is  empowered,  under  the  Act  45  and  46  Vict.,  cap. 
51,  to  insure  the  lives  of  persons  of  either  sex  for  any  amount  not  less  than 
£5  or  more  than  £100.  An  insurance  may  be  effected  by  any  person  not  over 
the  age  of  65  years  and  not  under  the  age  of  14  years  ;  or,  if  the  amount  does 
not  exceed  £5,  not  under  the  age  of  8  years.  The  Postmaster-General  is  also 
empowered,  under  the  same  Act,  to  grant  Immediate  or  Deferred  Annuities 
for  any  amount  not  less  than  £1  or  more  than  £100  to  any  person  not  under 
the  age  of  5  years.  The  persons  whose  lives  are  insured,  or  to  whom  Annuities 
are  granted  by  the  Postmaster-General,  have  direct  Government  security  for 
the  payment  of  the  money  at  the  proper  time. 

Forms  of  proposal  for  the  insurance  of  lives  and  the  purchase  of  Annuities, 
and  information  as  to  filling  them  up,  may  be  obtained  at  any  Post  Office.

TARIFF  (INLAND). 

The  charge  for  Telegrams  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  is  6cl.  for  the 
first  12  words,  and  Jrf.  for  each  additional  word.     Addresses  are  charged  for. 

Telegrams  may  be  repeated  at  the  request  of  the  sender,  if  he  desires  to 
adopt  this  extra  security  against  risk  of  error,  by  being  signalled  back  from 
each  office  at  which  they  are  received  to  the  office  from  which  they  are  for- 
warded. The  charge  for  repetition  is  one  half  the  ordinary  tariff  ;  a  fraction 
of  a  half-penny  being  reckoned  as  a  half -penny. 

The  cost  of  a  reply  not  exceeding  forty-eight  words  may  be  prepaid. 

Copies  of  a  Telegram,  directed  to  more  than  one  firm  or  person  in  the  same 
free  delivery,  London  excepted,  will  be  delivered  separately  at  an  additional 
chai-ge  of  twopence  per  copy. 

Figures  are  counted  at  the  rate  of  five  figures  to  a  word.  Fractions  are 
counted  according  to  the  number  of  figures  employed,  one  figure  being  counted 
for  the  mark  of  division,  thus — £  counts  as  one  word,  and  109  £  as  two. 


PORTERAGE. 

The  sums  charged  for  the  transmission  of  Telegrams  cover  the  costs  of 
delivery  by  special  Foot  Messenger  within  the  limits  of  one  mile  of  the  Ter- 
minal Telegraph  Office,  or  within  the  limits  of  the  Town  Postal  Delivery  of 
that  Office,  when  it  is  a  Head  Office,  and  the  Town  Postal  Delivery  extends 
for  more  tban  a  mile  from  it. 

When  the  addressee  does  not  reside  within  the  above  described  limits,  and 
the  sender  desires  to  have  his  telegram  delivered  by  special  Foot  Messenger, 
the  charge  will  be  sixpence  per  double  mile  or  any  part  thereof.  A  sum  of 
one  shilling  per  double  mile  will  be  charged  for  the  delivery  of  Telegrams  by 
Cab,  Fly,  or  Horse  express. 

When  the  addressee  does  not  reside  within  the  above  described  limits,  and 
sender  does  not  wish  to  incur  the  cost  of  special  delivery,  his  Telegram  may 
be  delivered  free  of  extra  charge  by  the  ordinary  postal  delivery  next  following 
on  the  arrival  of  his  Telegram  at  the  Terminal  Telegraph  Office. 


REGISTERED  ADDRESSES. 
Any  person  may  register  an  abbreviated  or  arbitrary  address  on  payment 
of  a  fee  of  £1  Is.  a  year,  dating  from  the  day  of  registration.     The  address 
must  consist  of  not  less  than  two  words,  one  of  which  is  to  be  the  town  or 
place  of  delivery.

instrument  was  affixed  thereto  at  the  proper  time.
